. ‘The Office of Director of Public Instruction was held by Mr. U. IL. Tawney 
from the Ist April to the 8th July 1886, and by Sir Alfred Croft until the 
end of the year. The Report for the year 1886-57 has been drawn up by 
4 F,.’ Tawney, who again officiated as Director in the preeent year'during the 
abaence sf Sir Alfred Croft onjdeputation, 
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2, Tho following table compares for two years the figures of all schoole 
that submit returns to the Department :— 











General summary 
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The result is so far satisfactory, that there has been an incrcase, thongh to 
a very limited extent only, in the total number of students, ana that it has 
been considerable under every head of superion education. The gain in these 
departments has heen partly, though not entirely, neutralised by the falling off 
in primary mstruction. 

3. Classificd departmentally, the expenditure on edue ition from pubhe 
and private sources in all institutions which have coms under the cognizance of 
the department has beon as follows for the last two years —

The Government expenditure has mereased by Rs 1,381,000, chiefly under 
the hcaw of Iuldrig., Grants promiscd by Goverment in aid of school 
Vinldings, of which payment wes postponed in 1886-86, were paid last year, 
aid the oe pencture of the Puble Waks Department on repairs and construe- 
tion was also nnch larger than ain the preceding year, Lxpcnditure on education 
from private saurecs 1s shown to aye risen trom Rs, 40,58,000 in 1885-86 to 
Rs. 47,608,000 in PS80 $7, but these figures are not complete, nO 1cturns of 
expenditure having hecu rceerved fiom the large unaided ‘colle yes of Calcutta, 
wud trop s me otha public institutions under private management. It is noticed, 
however, with disippointment thit the eapenditure of municipalities on educa- 
tion has deercased liom Rs, 81,569 m 185-56 to Rs. 78,869 in 1466-67. Mofussil 
muntapalities war reheved of police charges in 1862, on the undorstandiny, 
thatthe flmds set dice would be devoted io such purposes as cducation and

recommendation of the Committee for the transfer of three collezes. to private 
management, or their abolition in ease no suitable agency of the kind could) be 
fownd, has been carricd out in regard to the two principal institutions incheated 
the third, that of Chittagong being for the present retained, on the er ama 
that it costs very little, and is of use in a somewhat inaccessible locality. The 
recommendation to transfer other colleges in case private managers would 
undertake the charge has been borne in mind, but no indieation has as yet been 
shown of any dispo tion on the part of municipal bodies or individuals to come 
forward where the alternative presented is net the abolition of the institution, 
bul its continued maintenance by Goverment. The Director observes. with 
regard to schools that Uttaypara has heen transferred to loe ul management 
on an midertaking that college classes stall be opened in connection with 
the school. On the formation of District Boards under Act U1 (B ©.) of 1885, 
all Government, middle and primary schools were transferred ta their 
management. ‘The adminstuution of such a portion of the grant-in-aid allot 
ment ond of the primary grant as has reference to middle and primary schools 
in extra urban tracts has also been transferred to the District Boards, with 
effect from fhe Ist April 1887. In some districts of the Burdwan and Presi- 
dency Divisions and in’ the Patna and Rajshahye districts, the Boards 
assumed active charge of oducational business before the close of the year. 
This transfer is the most important educational event of the year, but it 
occurred at so lite a period that no trustworthy information as to its effects is as 
yet attainable. ‘As regards special instruction the Director states that, with 
viow to give primary sghool teachers an opportunity of improving thamselves, 
the estublishinent of tramme classes in eonnection with middle school at an 
amnnal cost of Rs, 6,000 was curried out during the year. On the whole it 
would appear that such efforts have been made to ¢: rry out the recommenda: 
tion of the Commission as were possible without incurring the conuderable 
expenditure contemplated by most of the important proposals made. 
5. The work of inspection appears to have been gencrally performed by the 
superior controlling staff with efficiency The De- 
Tuspection work puty Inspectors also puwe satisfaction inthis LEspoct , 
40 ont of 15 officers exeeoded the preseribed number of 150 days on tour, and 
in the ease of the remaining five officers the deficiencies are adequately explained. 
“Yhe aycrage umber of days spent on tour by Sib-Hispeetors was Laver than im 
the preceding year in every division except Burdwan and Patiea and the acrase 
for five ot fhe nine divisons fell short of the required aaember of 2d divs, 
The inspection work done by eliet eurus and in pecting pundits ippors o 
have been consiacrably Jess than in the provediry year. The Pirecor das 
noticed all deficiencies in detail, and Cvidentty caries a judicious eort ol 
over this unportant branch of departmental work. Such contrel is wow even 
more nceessary that it was formerly, as the sales resulating the tee cline 
allowances cf Deouty Inspectors and Sub dasp ctors have been moditi-d oy 
pach a way as to render close supervision absoinicl weeny ity.

College, St. Xayier’s College and the Doveton College. .Thettotal annual cost, 
and the cost +o Government of each student in ‘Government, colleges, fell from 
Rs. 854 to Rs. 344, and from Rs. 266 to “Rs. 251, respectively. In aided 
colleges the cost to Goverhment ‘has risen from Rs. 28 to Re. 35 on account of 
increased contributions and falling off in fees, ee 

7. ‘he chief features of the University examinations of 1887 are the 
favourable results obtained in the private colloges. In the First Arts 
examination the Government colleges passed 280 candidates, unaided 
colleges 276, aided colleges 147. In the Bachelor of Arts examination, 
(exclusive of teachers:, the numbers were 118,108, and 114, respectively. In 
the second division of those who passed with honours for tho B. A. degree 
the private colleges maintain their numerical superiority, passing 44, against 35 
from the Government institutions; Jut they fall behind in the first division of 
the honour list, where they count only 17 successos, as againt 18 from Govern- 
ment colleges. Similarly, Government colleges passed 40 students for the 
degree of Master of Arts; private colleges 19 only, The following statement 
illustrates the gradual progress of private colleges, judged by the test of suctess 
at University Examinations :—

It will bo observed that private institutions surpassed those maintained 
by Government in the results obtained at the F. A. and B. A. examinations 
for the first time in 1883-84, and have since greatly increased their superiority 
in this respect; that the superiority is more marked in the higher of the two 
examinations; and that even in the severer competition of the honour and 
M. A. examinations they now almost divide the field. As this comparative 
progress has keen concurrent with considerable advancement in the Government 
colleges, it is altogether satisfactory.

« Except in tho number of high schools maintained by the Department, 
these figures shéw an increase under all heads. Tho transfer of Govern- 
ment high schools to the management of Joint Committees appointed 
under .the Local Self-Govornment Act is now unier tho consideration of 
Government, 

In the University Entrance Examination of 1887 the suecess of the 
candidates is in striking contrast to the results of the exummation of 1886. 
Of 3,407 candidates in 1887, 2,546, or 65 8 per cent, passed, while in the pre- 
ceding year out of 3,053 candidates only 878, or 288 per cent, passed. ‘The 
Direetor of Public Instruction writes :— 

“Tho Government schools, as usual, show tho best results, having pass d 824 per cont. 
of their candidates; tho aided schools stand next in order of merit with 67 F per cut, and 
tho unaided schools passed 596 por cont ‘Ihe striking success of the candidates at the 
examination of L587 isduo, among other canses, to tho change mado m the pvetem of 
marking, which roduoed tho pats marks in Enghsh from 33 {0 30 por cout, and in aovond 


language and mathomatics from 33 to 25 por cont each, subject fo a masimum of 33 por 
cent. on the whole, with the proviso that no candidate who could have passed andor the old 


rules should fail under the new.” 

The proportion of chose passed to candidates is, however, a very imper 
fect test of the efficiency of a sehool, as those only are allowed to appear as 
candidates who, in the opinion of their masters, are likely to do well. ‘Ihe 
proportion, therefore, guages the degree to which doubtful eases are excluded 
rather than the success of tuition. In gross numercial results tle private 
schools were superior, passing 1,107 candidates, against 891 fron: Government 
schools, And the private schools, moreover, madu the greatest amount of 
progress during the year, having trebled the number of passes in 1856, while 
those of Goverment schools only doubled.

The fluctuations shown in theso tables do not require special notice, 
except that it may be pointed out that the policy of withdrawal of the depart. 
ment from the lircct management of muddle schools» maint ‘ined. ‘The 
reaults of tho examinations of candidates 19m middle schools, English und 
vernacular, for tho middle scholarship certificates wero quite satisfactory. 
Of 5,478 candidates, 787 passed the middle English examination aud 2,938 

@ middle vernacular cxamination, These figures aro connerably better 


those of last Year. 
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10, fhe returns of 1856-86 showod 2 vory surious falling off in the nuwber 
of primary schools and pupils, which has been 
followed by a further decrease, though of smaller 
amount, during the year 1886-87.

The decrease in pupils amounted in 1886-86 to 10 per cent, last year to 
1:7 per vent. It is the more noticeable because up to LS81-85 there had been a 
steady inerease in the number reported as receiving primary education, and 
because, as three-fourths of the male population of school-going ace are not under 
instruction in any recognised establishment, and are prohebly growing up ju com- 
pleto ignorance, there is obviously much room for further progress, As stated in 
tho Resolution on the annual rcport for 1895-86, the decrease is attributed to 
the exclusion of smail, temporary, or backward schools, that is of those haying 
less than ten pupils, which have existed fur less than months, or which did 
not use printed boc nd keep preseribed registers. The object of this exclusion 
is to prevent the waste of money wyently needed on institutions whieh 
do not really promote cducation, and 1s $0 far as they produce this icsult, 
the rules have the cntire approval of the Licutenuut-CGovernor. But it was 
obecrved in the last Resolution that a Targe number ot schools proved to be 
ficient by the fact that they passed candidates at the’ primary scholarship 
examination had been abolished. that the Muhanmadsan aehéabs had 
suffored exceptionally, aud that the Tosshad been greatest where it could least be 
afforded, in the educationally backward distuets of Behar. On these grounds 
a special report was requested as to the working of the system, and District 
Magistrates were in the meanwhile uuthorised to exercise a diseretion us to 
its continues, The report has not as yet been received, and the results of the 
year under report add force to the objections auised. Schools successfully 
cainpeting at the scholarship examinations have shown a futher decline from 
7,059 in 1#85-56 to 7,108 im TS86-87, and there are indications that the 
diserction left to District Magistrates has not been generally used. ‘Phas 
of the Furrecdpore district the Inspector of the Dacea Division remarks that 
the Joss of primary pupils was in the first place duc to “the extraordinary 
inundations which caused many schools to be closed which were not re-opened 
owing to their guras despairing cf carning rewards wider the operation 
of the rule of excluding schools of less than six months standing.” The 
Inspector refs to this as one among several causes to which he attributes 
the effect “of weeding out weak institutions with inefficient teachers,” but it is 
by no means Tear that all schools closed on aceount of a flood must be weak or 
ineflicient. The Lieutenaut-Governor agrees with the Comniissioner and + 
Pirector of Public Instruction in considering that in this instanee the rule 
has not been worked ina proper manner, as special indulgence should have 
been shewn water ithe very caceptional circumstances of the case. in 
the Patna Division the Assistant Inspector attributes the deereasc to undue 
strictness having heen exercised by the new circle pundit agency inthe Presi. 
dency and Burdwan Divisions. Tho new rules have not produced any falling-off 
gn the number of pupils, and possibly no such effect would have followed else- 
where had cane becu taken to apply mouoy saved by withdrawing aid from the. 
worsl institutions to increasing tho attendance in those which offer a better prontiac 
oLimprovement, In so fur as the question is one of the mbdification -of rales.én ! 
force, it will be separately dealt with; meanwhile what ‘is required ‘ig, that, 
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District Magistrates should cxercise the discretion left to them in the matter in 
such w way as to ensure that the greatest possible results are obtained with the 
means at their disposal. This diseretion may also be left to Local Pearle, and 
the Director should draw special attention to the subject, to prevent the possi- 
bility of the orders of Goverumout being overlooked.

The grant was Rvs. 7,70,092, and though the saving effected is attributed 
by the Director to judicious management, still, looking at the districts in which 
it veeurred, there secms reason to doubt whether in some instances it was not 
due to the failure of the authorities to make full use of the money placed 
at their disposal, even where if was sorely necded, Most of the “distriets 
spout their assignments, and those in which there was asaving are in many 
gases those in which a falling olf occurred in attendance. His noticed ‘hat 
asum of Rs. 9,578 is cliuged to the primary grant on account of ‘contribu 
tiens to other than pumary schools’—an entry which needs cxpkunation. 4 
strange instince is mentioned iy the report of the perversion of funds given 
for primary education to a use apparently altogether foreign to that purpose 
and as to this a letter has been addressed to the Commissioner of Patua 
The primary grant was placed more completely than any other at the (lisposa: 
of local authorities, with a yiew fo securing elusticny in its administration, and 
the greatest possible economy. ‘Tic Livutenant-Goyeimor gladly seeognizes that 
these ends have in the mam been obtained, and that the cdiacation of more 
than a willion pupils at anmual cost to Government of Tess than eight lakhs 
of rupees is a work upon which all connected with it may be congratulated. 
But there is some danger that, owing to the absence of routine checks, the 
funds may in particular instances be looked on as the readiest resowee for 
meeting any local demand, whether rcally conneeted with primary education 
or not, for which there is uo budget provision. ‘This is a den icucy which the 
Director and Commissioner should watel with eare and cheek at ones when. 
ever itis manifested. The primary grant, as was admitted in’ the correspondaice 
connected with the Tate Edueation Commission, is too small even fer the 
purposes for wluch if is intended, and any endeavour to encroach upon it shouid 
be vigilantly resisted. 

12) Vhe coonomy in administration, which is the neecssary condition of 
the extension of primary education, is most marked when the system of pay- 
ment-by-results has been fully adopted. The Director ohserves— 

An analysis of the district re(uens of primary grant expenciture shows {hat 3,602 schools 
with 114,027 pupils were aided by stipends only, amounting to Lis. Lisada0 tor the you, 
the average (iovernment expenditine upou each sehool bang Ks. 3%; that 2,508 schol with 
94,687 papils wore par Ls 100,028 in stipsnds and Ks. 22979 im rewards and ofhor 
payments, or a total of its, 12,007, being at the rate of Rs 6a school; and that 32,028 
schools with 691,067 pup ls recoivol in rewards and other paymenty Rs 2,75,667 in all, or at 
thp rato of Rs 9a school. ‘Lhoro wore also 3,718 schools with GY9,GOL puyals which received 
Rg 6,321 in sundry smal! payments without sending pupils to any depatmoutal or loeal 
exemidation. The averaye payment to each of theso schools was a hitle mor than one 
rupea per nunun, chielly fir keeping registers of attendance and submitiimge aeturi= 
The division botweon stipendiary schools and those pad by results conespouds 
to’ a great oxtont with that between upper and lower primary schools, cid the 
contrast in point of cust is more marked i atrenti om be coufined {+ tstitutions 
in which-these soveral distinctions correspond exactly. Lhe upper primary 
‘schools, receiving both rewards und str ronds, cost Government dure the yeu 
Rs.‘60-each ; the upper primary as, receiving stipends only cost Ly 4s 
‘ach 4 aad the lower primary schools, paid by results, cost ho. & cach. yeu 
' the latgest’ of these sums ig hot in itself groat; but the proportion borne by the 
Goverymenbcontribution to the total cost of upper prunary, schouls—4Q per 
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¢:nt—seems oxcessive by comparison with that given in aid of any other form of 
primary or secondary education. The Licutenant-Govornor ‘fully recognises 
tho utility of upper primary schools as models, and would bo sorry to see any of 
them discontinued. But it is not clear why the system of grants-in-aid applied to 
vernacular schools of a higher class, or that of payinent-by-results which prevails 
with regard to other primary schools, should not be enforced in their ease 
also, in order to relieve Government of the disproportionate and increasing cost of 
maintaining them directly by stipends. On this point a further exprossion of 
the Director's opinion will be invited. The weak point in the administration 
of the primary grant scemis to be that furfds in themselves small are so largely 
drawn upon for inspection, stipends and miscellaneous charges, that dittle 
remain for the payments-by results, which sapport the great majority of tho 
schools. ‘Ihe geometry and natural philosophy which, the Director uoticos, 
are taught at upper primary schools are no doubt very useful and may justify 
some extra expenditure; but the main object of the pnmary grant is to make 
some impression on the ignorance, even of the elements of reading and 
writing, which prevails among the majority of the population. A  con- 
siderable sum would be made available for this purpose ii upper primary 
schools were brought either under the grant-in-aid rules, or under those as 
to pay ments-by-results. 

Further mformation will alo be requested as to the substitution of 
pundits for chict gurus a subordinate inspecting ageney in regard to 
primary schools. "This is said to have caused a falling off in the results 
obtained in tho Dacca Division. In Pooree the same cflect Js attributed 
to the laxity of the inspecting pundits, and one has been suspended in 
Balasore for omitting to voll returns If these newly-appointed pundits 
are not really a success, something may be gained by spending on_ increased 
grauts for results the sums they now receive for their work of ispection. 
‘Lhe night schools appear to have done well in some districts, but in other 
places they are said to be mercy a show, putting ill-gamed money into the 
hands of dishonest gurus Where such is_ the they should be 
discontinued, and the sums thus saved devoted to increasing the grants for 


pay ments-by-results.

Seven of the schools teach English ; 26 are classed as middle vernacular gnd 
the rest are prmnary. The total expenditure on education of native- girls 
was Rs, 3.03,451, of which sum Government contributed Rs. 1,07,]48, ‘The 
two departmantal schools are the Bethune School in Calcutta and the Eden 
School at Dacea, of which the former had 119 and the latter 74, pupils. 
Tho Rethuno School maintained by Government in Calcutta passed four gandi- 
dates at the Entrance examination, and one at the B. A. examination with- 
honours in Sanskrit. Three students of the Doveton Institution, and one of 
the Frpe Church Normal School, passed tho former cxamination,. In the 
middlo schools for native girls in Calcutta there was an increase of, pupils, 
but in the primary schools there was a considerable falling off, dup tp Gurtail- 
ment of the operations of the Mission societies. Outside, Caloutta: the 
number of girls’ schools and pupils rose in all the divisions exéapt Rajshahys, 
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Dacca, and Bhagulporo. On the subject of teachers in girls’ schools, 
Mr. Tawney niakes the following interesting remarks:— . 


“ Asa rule, grant-in-nid girls’ schools’have separate teachers of their own, but oconsion- 
ily a puudit in a neighbouring boys’ school teaches the girls in tho forenoon or aflernoon, 
when. his own school is not at work, Primary fund girls’ schools are generally in charge of 
surus who also teach in boys’ jatshalas, and are hold at midday when tho boys disporse ti 
heir homes. Such girls’ classes aro sometimes {aught in separate houses by the sume 
eachers. but often in the same houses at different hours. he girls reading in boys’ schools 
ire taught along with the boys, and generally hold their own, though they aro believed to 
6 less strong in arithmetic aud accounts. The majority of the girls continue at school till 
hey attain the ago of 10 yoars, but inthe villages girls of 11 or 12 are sometimos acon, 

“* As yet the number of female teachers is not large. They are practically confined to tho 
own of Valouttn and the Presidency, Burdwan and Orissa Divisions, whore Christian Mission 
erties have worked for a larga number of yeurs. Calcutta has about 150, the Presidency 
avd Burdwan Divisions about 120, and the Orissa Vivision about 450. For other puts of 
the country their number is small. A few of tho female teachers are Hindus or Muham- 
madans brougiit up in tho village schools, but the great majority of them received tnoir 
instruction in Missionary schools. ‘The general belicf is that they are not so efficient as male 


teachers, and are at loast twico as costly.” ‘

The increase in theynumber of. schools is partly nominal, owing to tho 
division of certain institutions into distines Departments, separatel; aided, 
ahd the real progress made is most correctly guayed by the moderate ‘addition 
“tothe number of pupils wider instruction. The Government expeniiture 
was Rs. 2,650,857, and the total cxpendituro, including cost of boarding 
establishments, was Rs. 9,24,865. 

15. She High school examination, introduced by the Code as an alternative 
to that for entrance to the University, was held during the year for the first 
time; ten candidates appeared from St. Xavier's College, and, with a single 
exception, they passed in one or more subjects, camming the prescribed rewards. 
No competitors appeared from the fifteen other high schools open for hoys, hut 
seven girls presented themselves, and the Lieutenant-Governor observes with 
pleasure that they were all successful. Proposals are under considera. 
tion for making this examination more generally popular. ‘Thirty-nine 
students passed the University Entrance examination, against 38 in the 

revious year, and there was some improvoment in their position on the 
ist. St, Xavier’s College passed fourteen, the Doveton College and La 
Martiniere six each, the Doveton Institution seven, and St. Pauls, Darjecling, 
feur. The systom on which Government aid is granted to Kuropuun 
%gchools may be described as one of payment-by-results after careful examina- 
tion of cach pupil. It is stated in the report that the introduction of this 
system has increased the efliciency of the schools, as isindicated by the fact that, 
‘while in 1883-84 ouly 35 per cent. of the scholars presented for examination 
were above Standard II], in 1886-87 the percontage had risen to 45. The 
-Haprovement is greatost in middle schools for girls, where the percentage was 
30-in 1888-84, 34 in 1884-85, 39 in 1885-86, and 44 in 1886-87. Tho impulse 
given hy the Code to secondary education is also chewn by the progress of the 











om the middle to the high stage; in 1883 only two girls’ schools, Doth 

contained high departments ; at the present time eight aided and two 
varia girl’ schools axe preparing candidates cither for the Entrance, or for 
the school examination. The most conclusive proof of the improvement 
“af the boliools is the increase in the percentage of instruction grant earned from 
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63 to 64:5. Tho thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor,are given to Mr. Nash for 
his careful atton tion to pis duties as Inspoctor of these schools. 

1G. The object of these institutious is to educate the future vernacular 
teachers of middle and primary schools. Sixteen 
wee maintained duriug the year by Government, 
teaching 716 pupils, at a cost of Rs. 04,846, or Re, 4,053 u school, aud Rs. 90 a 
pupil, 'Tyn were also kept up by Missionary Socictios, receiving aid trom 
Government, teaching 619 pupils at a cost to Government of Ks. 11,226, or Rs. 
1,122 a school, and Ks, 18 a pupil The great comparative cost of these schools is, 
perhaps, unavoidable, bemg due to the fact that, the students instead of payne 
fees generally receive stipends + but no opportunity should be neglected to effect 
judicious economies. Gurus have been suthorised to read free m middlo schools, 
Government or aided, and Govermncut has undertaken to pay a rupee a mouth 
to head-masters for every gura under instruction. ‘The clisses opened under these 
ordors, which number 104, have been included in the returns for the first 
time this year. Lhe working of this system should be watched with care, as it 
may, if really successful, fucititate some saving of the expenditure on training 
schools. With regard to several ot the schools, but not as to all, it is stated 
that students after passing through the couise readily obtained cmploymont. 
Tis isa matter to which constant attention is necessary, as if any of the 
schools do not falfil in practice the object of training those who afte-wards take 
to teaching us a profession, the expenditure in excess of that in ordinary middle 
schools will be wasted. 

17. Inthe tén law schools the average number of students for the year was 
1.055, against 947 in the preeeditig year, and ut the 
University examination 152 candidates qualified 

for the degree of Bachelor of Law, against 119 in the previous year. The 
total number of students of medicine rose from 752 te 903; this increase was 
partly due to the opening of three new schools in Calcutta, and partly to in- 
creased attendance. Itis stated that the best educated of the students of the 
Campbell Medical School do not enter Government servicer, but obtain appoint- 
ments On railways, in the employ of municipalities, in factories, in emigration 
depots and tea-gardens, and that some of them havo no difficulty in establish- 
ing lucrative private practice in mufasil stations and villages. The 
Maharani Surnomoye’s hostel was Iuilt during the year to half its proposed, 
extent, and occupied by ladies studying medicine, Advantage was taken of 
Her Imperial Majesty’s Jubilee to raise subscriptions, “which already 
amount to Rs 60,000, for the cretion of a permanent building for the ver 
euccessful school of medecine at Duca. There is ample evidence that this 
branch of technical education is progressive and popular. 
18. The number of students in the Engineering Department ofjthe Seebpore 
College fell during the ycar from 52 to 44, and the

The quoshon of alte ing thearrangomonts of the College with a view to improve. 
ment is now being cousidorcd by a Commitee. he number of students in the 
Apprenuec Depatuient continues almost nuchanged, ond it appears that the | 
tran ng they weccive is satisfactory. “Lirce survey schools were maintained 
during Ue yen, at Dacea, Patna and Cuttack, the Government expenditure 
upon thes being Ts. 6,869. The number of pupils inercased from 201 to 210. 
Jue head-anastas of the Dacca school states that the institution under his 
charge satinfics a real necessity, and is largely growing in popularity, a fact 
which he consilars yroved by the jnererse in the fees received. The 
Lientenant-Govcrnor would be glad to procure the opinion of officers of the: 
Departinents which @ spose of surveying appointments as to the working of these 
_ schools, as has been done in the case of the Seebpore College, and the Chief 
Engincer and Director of the Agricultural Department will be communicated 
with on tho’subject. It is most important that these technical schools should 
give a training not only good in itself, but also adapted to the immediate 
srequirements of the day, so that their students may find prompt’ and 
remunerative employment on successfully completing their studies, ~

Law and medicine 
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19. Mr. Tawney oberves that a considerable impulso has beon givon to in- 
Art and Industry dustrial education during the year, four unaided 
Ps schools having been started in Moorshedabad, where 
Mr. Anderson, the District Magistrate, cvinces the warmest intrest in the subject, 
anda very promising school having been opened in Caloutta, by the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel. A new school has also been opened in Midnapore, 
There are now fifteen institutions of this class, 20 educating 792 scholars, at a 
cost to the Provincial revenue of Rs, 2,444. The only Government school of the 
kind, that at Ranchi, has never been successful, and was maintained only in 
the hope that it would be reformed, for which purpose steps wore taken during 
the year. The facts stated convey the impression that these schools in certain 
places elicit much sympathy from municipal authorivies and liberal individuals, 
and that there is a stroug disposition to support them; but that hitherto the 
problem of their management in such a way is to make them of the greatest 
practical use has not heou solved. Curpentry is the most general subject 
of instrnetion, sowing, tinsmith’s work, wicker work, drawing, and in Calcutta 
clectroplating are ulso mentioned as being also taught in one or more schools. 
Most of the schools have heen newly established, und it would bo premature 
to enquire whether they will stand the erucial test wluch must bo applicd to all 
techuical institutions, that of the ulumate success of their scholars in the 
fields of industry. ‘The Schvols of Art, Calcutta, maintained its high reputa- 
tion during the year.

The features of the year in Muhammadan education are an important 
advanco in the number of students who passed the University examina: 
tions, and a considerable increase in the Muhammadan pupils in secon- 
dary and upper primary schools. In the M.A., B.A., Fea. and Intrance 
examinations 2, 19, 31. and 51 Mulammadans wore successful, against 1, 4, 12, 
and 44 in the prevseding year. ‘Lhe percentage of Muhammadan students 
oing through the University course and at high Enghsh schools is stall 
Eawoves, lameutahl y low. There has been an increase in secondary schools. 
which is common te all divisions, and in pupils in madrassas Tho falling 
off ih the number of pupils roturned for lower primary schools is due to 
general causes specific’ in the paragraph on the subject of primary education 
and is not peculiar to Muhammadan pupils. 

21. The total number of pupils returned under the head of aboryinal 
“and backward races fill from 29,906 to 27,201, 
and the decrease is uttributed to greater pre- 
cision in returning parcly uboriginal pupils than was attempted in 
previous years, ‘I'wo-thirds of these pupils are returned from Chota Nagpore 
and fron the Sonthal Pergunnahe. The advance of education among vbe Kols 
in Singbhoom is the most, noteworthy feature of this part of the report. 





Aberigina! and backward races 
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22, The total number of indigenous schools on the returns increased from 
2,234, with 22,749 pupils, to 4,221, with 45,503 
pupils, ‘The incpcase appears to be dué to the 
inclusion of small schools which wore excluded from the previous year’s return, 
Mr. Tawney gives the following account of the kinds of schools classed as 
indigenous in these Provinces :— 

“The purely indigenous education of the country 1s carred cu in—(1) f2/s, (2) maktaba, 
(3) Ayoungs, (4) patshalas, and other schvols thut do not coulorm to the departmental 
standards Tho ¢ofs coustituto the mdigeuous universities of the country for the prosecution 
of Sanskrit studies. ‘The only langnage taught 1s Sanrknt, through tho medium of which 
the pupils, after learning Sansknt grammar, study, one or more of the following speool 
subjects :— Smrits or Hindu law end thevlogy, nyaya or logic, hutya or litera humamores, 
alankawa or rhotorio, and Sansknt works on medvine The mahbtaby ore echvols 
where tho elements of Arabic, Porsiim, and Urdu literature are taught, tho higher 
branches of Arabio and Persian literiture, philosophy and law vemg exhaustively 
studied in the madrassas, of which au acount has beon already g'ven under the 
heading of Muhammadan education In both, considorablo attention 18 devoted to the 
Koran. The kyounge are tho modern represeutativos of the ancient Buddhist- 
Vibéra, In these institutions instruction is given in fah, the sacred language of the 
Buddhist, by a Raoli or Buddhst priest None but Buddhist students are admitted 
ito the Ayoungs. These have been returned fiom the distnot of Chittagong only The 
patshalas not conforming to the departmental standards constitute the indigenous primary 
schools of the country, in which an elementary education 1s given in the vernucular language 
of the district.” . 

23. Tho Licutenant-Governor tenders his thanks to Sir Alfred Croft and 
to Mr. Tawney for their administration of the department during the year.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 30TH 


OF DECEMBER 1887. 


Tue fine settled weather which had obtained throughout the whole of Bengal since the 
cemmencement of December has, during the present week, changed slightly owing to the 
influence of disturbed conditions in Central India, which gave light to moderate rain 
over that area on the 27th and 28th of December. The disturbed cenditions wnich were 
induced in Bengal were not, however, sufficiently developed to give more than heavily clouded 
skies over a considerable part of the province, though at one or two isolated stations a few 
drops or even slight suowers of rain have falleu, At the commencement of the weck, there- 
fore, ordinary cold-weather conditions existed over Bengal, skies were almost cloudless over 
tne greater part of the province, temperature and humidity were low, and a steady northerly 
wind current was blowing. With the development of the disturbed conditions over Central 
India, conditions in Bengal to @ certain extent became reversed ; the sky clouded over 
rapidly, particularly in South and South-West Bengal ; temperature, decidedly increased, the 
increase being principally in the night vemperavures ; humidity generaly roseaud at one or two 
stations in Orissa and Suuth«West Bengal slight rain was reported, Io the northern districts 
of the province the weather conditions were much less affected, and here generally the weather 
has remained almost throughout the week of ordinary north-east monsoon condition, The 
effect of the disturbed conditions, however, rather rapidly pasaed away from Bengal, and on 
the 29th and 30th skies were generally almost cloudless over the whole province, and weathet 
appeared again settled. 

Pressure.—The changes of pressure have generally been small throughout the week; 
on the 24th there was a slizht fall, which was followed by a steady increase which Jasted 
three days; on the 28th and 29th pressure fell at most stations, and on the $0th there was 
a rather rapid rise. Taking into consideration only those stations from which observations 
have been received for many yesrs, and which therefore yield reliable averagoa, the mean 
pressure of the province for the whole week has been 0:02 inch in excess of the normal, and 
on the whole the distribution of the excess has been very equal, though, if anything, the 
excess has been largest in the west of the province, 

Temperature.—The variations of temperature during the week have been rather consi- 
derable, and owing fo the increase which took place in the middle of the week, the mean 
temperatures have been decidedly above the normal. ‘I'he mean temperature of the province 
has been 07° in excess of the normal, but the largest excess (above 1°) has been confined 
to East aud North Bengal aud Chutia Nagpur, while in North Behar temperature has been 
slightly below the normal, 

The general distribution and variation of temperature from the normal can be most 
clearly seeu trom the following table, where the actual everage maximum, mivimum aud mean 
temperatures for the week at nine typical statious in differcut districts of the province are 
given, compured with the normal means for the same period. At these nine stations the 
jay or maximum temperatures have been 0-4° in defect of the normal, wnile the uight or 
minimum temperatures have been 0°6° in excess,

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CALCUTTA AND SUBURBAN am AMALGAMATION 
BILL. 


Tuc Tfon. Sin Hrnny Uannison presented the preliminary report of the 
Select Comnnttee on the Bill to cousolidate and amend the law relating to the 
municipal affairs of thetown and suburbs of Calcutta, and moved that it be pub- 
ished. Ile explained that the Sclect Committee, knowing that this part of the 
Bill would probably attract aspecial share of public attention, had thought 1 de- 
sirable, as soon as they had tinished that portion of the Act which embodied the 
proposed constitution of the new Corporation, to lay these sections, with  preh- 
minary report, before the Council, and to suggest for Lis Honor’s consideration, 
as the President, whether it would not be advisable to publish this report und 
this portion of the Bill separately, in ordor thatthe public might thas know the 
precise proposals which were conmy before the Council. Tt also further 
appeared to the Commnittee—and he begged to suggest this for His JLonor's con- 
sideration—that there might be no grave objection, alter the new sections had 
heen published for a reasonable period, to commence the consideration of 
them in Council without waiting for the final report of the Conunittee. It was 
probable that this part of the Bull would involye much discussion in Council, 
and obviously it would save time if they were able to eonmence the discussion 
of it without waiting for the procedure portion of the Bill: whieh would 
tollow. 

Turning now to the new sections, it would be seen that the carlier 
sections referring to the number of members, the proportion of nominated and 
elected Commissioners, and the number of wards, had aot undergone any 
change at the hands of the Comittee. This onght not to be taken as express: 
mg the unanimous or even probably the general opinion of the Select Com- 
mittee that this was the best possible coustitution for Caleutta Tt rather 
represented a@ compromise or mean between extreme views, the best system 
which they could put forward as involving the least radical changes He him- 
self had always maintained that larger wards would be more conducive to a 
cood electoral system, but the Committee had not a tabula rasa to work upon 
‘The town now consisted of cighteen wards, and there appeared to be a general 
sentiment in favour of keeping the present arrangement On these grounds, 
therefore, the Committee hid as it were gravitated to the conclusion that. the 
best number of wards for the new constitution was 25, and thus no alteration 
had becn made. 

The only other point which required explanation was the action which 
the Committee had taken im regard to the system of voting. As the report 
explained, the plural vote was partially allowed in Caleutta by the present law, 
and it had partially grown up under the way in which that law had been 
cou trued. Now plural vot'ny, as thus exercised, was in some respeets open 
to grave objcetion. Tle huusclf remembered one case in which no less than 
twenty-nine perons claimed to vote as paying rates fora single property, 
and therefore last year the Committee had taken the first step in regulating 
this, But they had been forced to admit that these sections, though they 
might diminish, would not remove the anomaly, and therefore the Committee 
tound themselves in the positiun of being called upon to decide whether they 
would abandon the plural vote altogether, or place it on a broad and equitable 
hasis It would be seen that the great majority of them were in favour of 
maintaining it, and, as he attached great importance to this principle, he 
hoped the Counal would bear with him while he made an explanation of 
almost a personal character. He had naturally taken the greatest interest in 
the constitution of the Corporation of Caleutta. Twenty-six ycars ago the 
town was governed on what he might call an absolute or beauraucratic basis, 
‘Turce officers appointed by the Government managed all its afluirs. In 1863 
the principle of associating a large number of the citizens in tho administra, 
tion of the town was introduced by vesting the control in the hands of the 
Justices. «At the same time all the Justiecs were Government nominees, so that 
though practically this change did introduce a very considerable non-official 
and popular clement, in theory it left the control ascompletcly in the hands 
of the Government ag before. In 1876 another stop was taken, and the 
system of election was introduced. Now from the meny discussions, 
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controversies, reports, and opinions which had clustered round this measure. 
it was evident to him thdt two rival conceptions were struggling for the 
mastery in the minds of the public. With many the elective svstem had 
been treated as identical with the admission of a principle which it was 
hardly an exaggeation to call the Divine right of majorities, It was 
regarded as cquivalont to an admission that the majority ot the people 
whatever their fitness, whatever use they might make ot their power, had a 
sort of inherent right to govern the town as they might please. Tt wemed to 
have been left out of sight altogether, he did not say by all parsons, but by 
many, and he could cite several-wt the reports which had been addvesed to 
this Council in illustration of this, that there was a middle course which widely 
‘differed in principle from this allegiance to majorities, viz, that. it was advis- 
able and expedient in the highest sense, in the cause of good government, 
that those classes and persons in the town who were most fitted to under 
stund its interests and guide its administration wiscly, should be associated 
together in that administration, and that, as these classes huew best who 
understood their views and their wants, they should not, have representatives 
chosen for them by the Government. but should elect their own representatives 
as Commissioners. This principle held up fitness and not numbers as the final 
test, and nomination was capressly maintained side by side with election on 
parpose to secure @ proper voice to the classes who possessed fitness without num: 
bers. Ie himself had no doubt, and he thought that most of those he was adidress- 
ing would agreo, that this was the truer interpretation of the intention of the 
Legislature in introducing the elective system, and at any rate it was ths only 
sound principle which could be applied to the government of a city like CO deutta. 
This was the view of the clectoral system which he had consistently held from the 
time ho had had any voice in the government of Calcutta, and he had observed 
that it led to continual misrepresentation of his views on one side or the other. 
If he said anything or wrote anything deprecating the Divine right of majo- 
rities, he was accused of backsliding and of advocating official absolutisin. 
If he said anything.in praise of the good work done by the elected represen: 
tatives, it was at once assumed that he was desirous of soeing democratic 
institutions introduced into India, or at loast into Calcutta. Now the question 
of the plural vote did scem to him to have some bearing on this very impor- 
tant principle. We naturally took. tho English electoral system ay our model, 
and there we found two systems working in local bodies: the system of one-man- 
ono-vote and the plural vote. If anything, the plural vote secined the more 
tavoured, but in boroughs the one-man-one-vote system was the law. ‘This 
being so, and having reference to the fact that, in the previcus ten years mn 
Calcutta, an indirect plural vote had grown up, the Select Commuttes lad felt 
themselves at liberty to recommend it as not inviting any radied change, He 
did submit that it was very desirable, having regard to the exagerated views 
which were held regarding the bearing of an elective system, that that principle 
of yoting should be adopted by the Council which most approximated to the 
true and correct theory 
Now, though it might be too much to say that the one-man-one yote rile 
necessarily involved the principle of the inherent right o* majoritic to de whet 
they liked in Calcutta, it was not tov much to say that it decid diy Jooked in 
that direction, and, if adopted, it would so far go.to confirm ev crroneois 
views which were prevalent, It seemed to say that, though the! ogi ature wits 
still bound not to give a voice in the election of u Commissioner te ti ose who 
were tutully disqualified, nevortheless, whon it had once fixed the pecunias 
limit which might be assumed to imply fitness, it vas not juotified i aving any 
further, but must leave the numerical majority abuve this limit unchecked in 
their action, whether this led to the election of those who were meet compet at 
or least competent to govern the town. On the other band, the adoption of 
the plural vote seemed to imply that the Legislature recognised desrees ot 
fitness. Mt onshrined the principle that those who paid a larger share of 
taxation would, on the average, be fitter to govern, and while po winimun 
vote was to be given to a lirger number paying the minimum in retes, 
nevertheless a moro influentiul voice should be given to those who pad 
maore, and who might bé expected to exercise their right of voting more wi-ely. 
Xven if the practical difference betwoen the two systems, the plural and 
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the single vote, proved small, it seemed very important to adopt that 
method which indicated that the Legislature recognised degrees of fitness, and 
not mere numerical majorities. ‘his he held to be the only sound basis on 
which those intercsted in the well-being of the town could be associated together 
to form its governing body. Those who contended that the introduction of 
the elvetive system was tantamount to blind submission to the majority, 
contended for a principle winch must prove equally fital to its ev pansion or its 
success. While those who contended that it meant the judicious conferring of 
power on those who were most fitted to exercise it, in proportion to their 
fitness, contended for a principle which he believed to be capable of extension 
with the happiest result, While, however, he mainly advocated this on the 
ground of principle, he did also think that it carried with it some practical 
advantages. They could not afford to allow che most iitellgont citizens 
of the town to abstain altogether fiom the elections. He believed the system 
of pollmg would be prodactive of great good as regarded the poorer class of 
voters; but he did apprehend that there would be great difficulty in getting the 
more busy and wealthy votcrs to go to the poll. If only the one vote was 
given to them, that dificulty would be enhanced; but il they were given more 
votes in accordance with the amount of rates and taxes which they paid, they 
would be more important factors im the elections, and it would be less difficult 
to induce them to go to the poll. Suppose, for instance, a man of business in 
this part of the town was asked to give his one vote at the poll; if he knew 
that his vote would count as one, he would think twice before he sould go out 
of his way to give his one vote. But if he had to give six votes, he would feel 
that his vote was so important that he would submit to the sacrifice. As 
regards this number six, Sir Llomy Harrison would draw attention to the fact 
that the maximum proposed extent of the plural vote was not 12 times that 
of the single vote, as might at fist sight be supposed, but only six times as 
much. Six was the English linut, and therefore there appeared to be a precedent 
for taking six as the limit here. A vote in Caleutta had always meant 
a vote for cach vacancy, and to take that away, and say that it should only 
mean a vote for one candidate in futwe, night seom Tike  disfranchisament. 
Consequently the Committee thought it would be desirable to maintain the 
ptactice, that when two Commissioners were to be electcd, each clector had a 
vote for each candidate, or he might give both his votes to one candidate. 
Hitherto the usual practice bad been to give all the votes to one man. Still 
every elector understood that he had the power of dividing his votes, and 
pethaps 10 to 15 per cent of the electors had uctnally done so. ‘The Committee 
theretore thought it preferable to leave the oxisting practice as it was, and 
thus the plural vote sucauts0 many additional votes rising in a seale not 
strictly proportional, but up toa maximum. of six times the minimum when the 
property was valued at over Rs, 5,000 a year. There had just been a munber 
of clections in Bengal, and he had noticed that the general complaint had been 
precisely the romplamt that obtained in Calcutta, that the number of unintel- 
ligent voters was sv large that the election went by all sorts ‘of artifices, and 
that the intelligent voters abstained from going to the poll because they were 
swamped. ‘This had been specially contended regarding the Burdwan clections 
by the Sam hani, which in an article at the end of November argued strongly 
against the one-man-one.vote system as swamping the more intelligent voters, 
and allowing the illiterate, as being the larger number, to govern tlie clection. 
For tnese reasons he hoped the principle of the plural vote would commend itself 
to tue Council, even if they thought it advisable to modify the details. With 
these remarks he begged to move that the preliminary report of the Cdm- 
mittee be published. 





His Honor tite Presipenr said that the hon. member who had just spoken 
had really made two motions, one that the proliminary report of tho Select 
Committee on the Bill should be published, which was one about which there 
could be no hesitation in the Council, and which His Honour believed was in 
the power of the President to sanction on his own motion ; and the other, which 
was of a more novel character, was that, after giving due time for the consider- 
ation of the report before them, it should be taken intu, the consideration of the 
Council without reference to the fact that the final and complete report of the Select

Tux me'eorology of the month of December in Bengal 1s usually very simple, the 
conditions bemg almost id2ntical with those which obtain during the preceding month of 
November, the only diffirence being that the north-cast monsoon conutons are present 
in their wost comulete form during this month and in Januuy. The uormal features of 
the month of December are therefore diminishing temperature, mcie ising pressure, consider- 
able dryness of tno ar, an almost complite absence of cloud, the provalence of a hght 
northerly wind current, and usualiy absence of rain dutag the grcatcr part or almost the 
whole of the month, i 

Phese normal conditions may, however, be disturbed by two claykes of actions—the 
first class of disturbances ore those which are formed iy Upper Tudis and consist of shullow 
barometric depressions which, after then formation, drift s,owly m a south-casterly or casterly 
direction, and usually enter Behar, and sometimes even dit over the whole of Bengal, 
fillmg up m their advance, They usuilly almost reverse the weather conditions in Bengal, 
giving heavily clouded skies, au incrcased mght and dimiuished day temperature, a con- 
sider: bly increased hum nty, md adumimshed pressure, and whcn the disturance 1s consider- 
able gencral hight rain wrecensed — Tt as from tins class of dis urbances that practically the 
whole of the rainfall of Decim erin Bengal isreecved but when such a disturb nee disapp: ars, 
the cold-weather conditions usually sct m with mereascd imtcnsitv, and fin dry weather 
with unusually low tempcratine then obta ns. ‘Ue second class of disturbances are brought 
about by the formation of «vclome storms im the Bay of Bengal, but usually in December 
such storms, if they lorm, arc generated in the extreme south of the Bry, and it is very 
rircly that they are sufhciutly intense to affect the weather m Bengal to any considerable 
extent, 

The average ranfll m Bengal in Deermber as therefore small in all districts. The 
normal fallin Ongssars equal to bout siy-tonths of an inch am Past Bengal, it 18 equal 
to abont four-tenths, and im Chutia Nagpue and South-West Beng to about three-tentha 
while over the remainder of tht province the fall as between one and two-tcnths only,

The weather conditions over thy whole of Bengal during Deramber have been extremely 
simple, and call for little or no comment. The normal north-cast monsoon condiuons have 
been present almost uumterruptedly throughout the mouth. A fairly strong and steady 
northerly wind current has blower over the provinee. Skus have been almost eluudless, 
humility aud temperatures have been low, and pressure has been high, and there have been no 
disturbances either over Upper Indiavr in the Bay of Bergal to mfluence the weather 
conditions in Benga: ‘Theouly time during the month when the normal weather conditions 
were at all alterd was during the existence of shght disturbance over the Central Provinces, 
which brought rain to that area on the 27th and 28th instant, and about this time also 
skies began to cloud over im Bengal, I hese slightly disturbed conditious in Bengal, which 
commenced from about the 25th of the month, may also have been connected with the 
formation cf a diffused cyclonic storm im the Arabian Sea towards the eud of the month, 
which disturbance subsequently influenced the weather on the west coast of India. The 
disturbed conditions in Bengal were, however, not sufficiently developed to do more than 
give one or two light showers at some of the western stations, and thus rainfall was prage 
tically absent fom Bengal for the whole of the month. 

Pressure.—The vanations of pressure throughout the month have generally been small 
and of the usual oscillatory character noticeable during fine settled weather. Taking into 
consideration only those stations trom which pressure records have bcen received for a 
series of years, and which therefore yield reliable averages, the mean vressure of the wholg 
Province of Bengal for December has been 0-011 inch m excess of the normal. The excess,

Towaros the middie of the previous week conditions had become slightly dy turbed in 
Bengal, but after a few days’ cloudy weather, the shics hal cleared rather iapidiy, and 
ordinary settled north east monsoon weather obtained — At tho comamcnecment of the present 
week, however, skies again began to cloud over in Beagal, and particularly at the Chatia 
Nagpur stations and at some im South-West Bengal the shy became almost overcist 
There do not appear to have heen any Pwrticularly abnormal conditions over Bengal or over 
Upper India to account for this disturbed condition of the weather in Bengal, and, 
so far as can be seen, the altercd condiuons must have been bought about by the 
gradual formation of a diffused barometric dc pression or cyclonic stom off the Bombay 
Coast, which reached Bombay about the Sth instaut —Pracucally for the whole of the week 
under review the normal north-cast monsoon conditions 1m TBengil have been either 
partially or m afew instances almost wholly thus reversed In Chutit Nagpur the shy has 
been overcast for noarly the whole of the week, while over the greater part of the province 
the shies have becn heavily clouded ‘The northcaly wind curient fell off in foree, and hznt 
and rather variable winds have been reported The pressure variations have bec a rather 
larger than usual and somewhat irregular, and on tne whole pressure has been unnsnally high 
The night temperatures also rose vo y considerably, and became couader thly above the normal, 
though the day temperatures were still low Wumidity also imercasod considerably Light 
rain has also boon reported at many stations im Chutia Nigpur, aud m some cases on two 
and three days, while light ram showers have also been recoied m South-West Bengal, 
North Bengal, and South Behar The weather conditions im Bengal, therefore, have been 
more or less distucbid thr nghout the week 

Pressure.—As has been already stated, the variations of pressure during tho wor \ have 
heen rath r larze, Up till the Ist mstint the variations do not call for notice, but ou tue 2nd 
instant there was a rather rapid general mse amounting to nearly a twoutieth of an .nch, 
this was succecdcd by a modcrate fall on the rd, and on the dth asharp increase tuvk plice 
generally cxeeeding 0°06 inch, but on the 5th and 6th the changcs were smiuller and rather 
irregular = For the whole week, takmg into consideration only those stations which have 
submitted observations for a sers of years, and which thorefore yield rehable averages, 
the mean pressure of the province has been 0072 inch im cacess of the normal, At som 
of the central’ stations, such us Berhampore, an average cxcess pressure of uo less than a 
tenth of anainch has been reported — Some of the actual pressures recorded during the week 
have been exceptionally laugh, particularly during the last three days of the wock 

Temperature —The wean temperature of the week im nearly all distuets bas been 
largely im excess of the normal Kor the whole province the excess las been 2°, but 
in Orissa it has been no less than 4° Asstated in the general summary, tho day temperatures 
have remamed rather low, while the mciase has taken place almost entuely im the mht or 
minimum temperatures, ard at most stations the dey temperatures have becu below the nor- 
mal, while the minimum temperatures have been largely i excess. Ths as showy in th 
following table, where the average maximum, minioum and mean temperatuies for the 
week at nine typical stations im diflvent districts of the province ure given, and com- 
pared with the normal for the same period. It will be seen that the average of the maximum 
or day temperatures at these nme stations was 009° in defect of tic normal, whele the 
average of the mght or minimum temperatures bas been no less than 4°6° an cxcess of tue 
normal, 

Ramfall—Fas been entuely absent throughout the week im Orissa, East Bengul and 
North Behar , m South-West Beugal a few showers fell on the Sth end Grh i the Moorshcda. 
bad district, and at two or three other stations, such as Ranecsunge, Khia and 
Beerbhoom Sorry ; 1m North Bevgal a few hyght showers rian the Couch Bahu, Dajehog 
and Ruvgpoie districts, and an South Behar hight ain showers were acccived im the 
following districts -—Gya, Patua, Monghyr, South Bhagulpore and Sonthal Paguanahs. 
Whe most general ramfull was received in Chutia Nazpur, where the majority of stations 
reported rain, m some cases commencing from the 4th imstant. In this division the average 
fall has equalled 026 inch, but m all other divisions the fails hase been so small thot 
they have averaged ouly a few hundredths of an inch.

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SUMMARY OF THE M&TEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 12m OF 
JANUARY 1888. 


The weather throughout the province during the past weck has been uniformly fine, 
with clear skics and light cool northerly or westerly winds. ‘The barometer was unusually 
high at the commencement of the week, and fell steadily until the end of the weck. ast 
week’s report showed that it had risen equally steadily during the previous we The baro- 
metric changes of the paat fortnight have hence been due to a prolonged oscillation, and 
were probably produced by a slow vertical oscillatory movement in the atmosphere of the 
same period. As the total barometric change was as large at Darjecling as in the plains of 
Bengal, the atmospheric movement must have extended to a very considerable elevation, It 
frequently happens that the last day or two of a period of falling barometer in the cold weathor 
is accompanied with, or followed by, the formation of cloud and by increasing temperature. 
The present has been a partial exception, as skics were cloudless over the plains throughout 
the week, although they clouded over at Darjceling on Friday. Temperature also deercased 
in Bengal, but rose slightly in Behar and Chutia Nagpur, aud also considerably at 
Darjecling. 

Barometer.—Pressure decreased steadily from the beginning to the end of the week, 
The total fall averaged 15” in Orissa, +18” in Bengal, °22” in Behar, ‘23’ in Chutia Nagpur. 
and was °19” at Darjeeling. Notwithstanding this large fall, the mean pressure of the week 
wos above the normal by amounts which varied considerably, but which averaged “5” for the 
Province, 

Lemperature—Diminished during the week in Orissa and Bengal. The largest decrease 
ocourred at the stations of Calcutta and Jessore, at which the mean daily temperature at 
the end of the week was 5° lower than at the beginning of the week. The decrease in 
Orissa and Bengal averaged 3°. It increased on the other hand at Darjecling (4°) aud also 
slightly (from 1°to 3°, in Behar and Chutia Nagpur. The lowest night temperatures 
during the week were registered at Motihari (40°1°) and Arrah and Buxar (43°9°), and the 
highest day temperatures at Qommilla (83°4°) and Cuttack (82'S). The mean temperature 
was below the average in Chutia Nagpur (3°), South Bohar and Orissa (14°), and South- 
West Bengal (4°), and aboye it in Kast Bengal (2°) and North Bengal (14°). As is 
generally the casc in periods of diminished temperature in the cold weather, the effect was 
more strongly shown in the night than the day temperatarcs. 

Winds—Blew ‘steadily during the week from their ordinary cold-weather directions. 
They decreased in force daring the week, and were very light and feeble on Friday, 

Humidity and rain.—Vhe humidity of the air varied little during the week. There was 
aslight increase on the last day or two, chiefly in North Bengal and Behar. Skies were 
cloudless throughout the month in tke plains, and no rain fell in cither the plains or hill 
districts of Bengal.

In the Resolution first named above, the Government of India asked for 
an expression of the opinions of Local Governments upon proposals made by 
the Governnent of the Punjab for the abolition of certam aniual reports and 
reviews of administiution, ‘the view adopted by tho late Licutcnant-Governor, 
after consultation with the Sz s Commission, the Board of Revenue, 
Heads of Departments, Commissioners of Divisions, and Collectors of Districts, 
was embodied in a Resolution, datcd 25th October 1856. Lhe orders of the 
Government of lndia in its various Departments apon the subject have been 
received in the pipers numbered i 4), (5), and (6) in the preamble to. this 
Resolution, copies of which, together with copy of Bengal Government 

tesolution of 25th October 1886, are appended for facility of reference. The 
general conclusion arrived at is that ammual reports can be only sligitly 
reduced in number, but that they should be curtailed in length to the 
utmost eatent which is consistent with a proper cxaminution of the facts and 
figures presented in them. 

2. Sir Steuart Bisley now desires to impress very strongly on all oflicers 
who submit amuual reports, including those not in direct communication with 
Government, the necessity of studying conciseness, ‘The object aimed at in 
the preparation of these reports should be to convey the greatest amount of 
information in the fewest words possible. For the Jast sixteen years the 
tendency has been to merease the bulk of icports, and the idea that they will 
be saved by much writing seems to haye become the guiding principle of some 
subordinate officers It is) essential that this belief should be eradicated, and 
the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that all Heads of Departments will discourage 
its mamfestation. The practice noticed by the Salaries Commission of weaving 
into sentences figures already given in tabular statements is but one of the 
methods by which the bulk of reports is increased without any addition to 
ther value. 

3. ‘The Licutenant-Governor notices that many officers frame a consi- 
derable part ot then reports by stringing together extracts from the reports 
of thcir subordinates, when these mht with great advantage have been sum- 
mariscd. The introduction of unnecessary contentious matter in annual 
reports should always be avoided. It iy also to be remembered that these 
reports are not the proper medium itor submitting definite proposals, which 
should form the subject of separate communications. 

4. Separate instructions will be issued to officers submitting roports to 
Government where such are necessary to supplement the orders.of the Govern- 
ment of India, or to indicate how superfluous matter can be excluded.

In a Resolution recorded m the Home Department on the 12th August 18%5, the 
Government of India requested all Local Governments to submit thoir views on a proposal 
made by the Lieuteuant-Governor of the Pan) b to subsptute mm. many cases tueumal for 
annual reports, and to have statist cal returns, with or without explanatory notices, for the 
intervening years, Sir Rivers Thompson considered thar the opportunity should be taken 
to reconsider in detan all existing ordors requnng the preparation of pericdical reports 
under the Bengal Government, iu order to the retrenchment of whatever nught be found 
to be superfluous, The corespondrnce was, therefore, forwarded for exammation to the 
Salaries Commission, and the report of that body, when obtuncd, was circnlatcd to the 
Board of Rovenue, to the Heads of Departments, to Commisioncrs of Divisions, and to 
Collectors of Districts, for the expression of their opimous The replies of these officers 
were then ccnsidered by the Licutenant-Governor at a conference of thi Sceretaries of the 
different Departments ‘This pioecdure has oceupicd a considcrable time, but its adoption 
appeared desirable im dealing with a question which affects every brauch of the administra.

2. The meonvcmence of adding to the burden of admimistration by requiuug the sub. 
mission of unnecessary reports can be filt im no part of India more strongly than m Bengal, 
where officials of all classis have to economise their time with the utmost care in order to 
weet the varied sud growing requirements f an cbormous population On the other hand, 
the extent of the couutry, the diversity of the conditions of the provinecs ft which at 
consists, the comparativily complex form of admuustration, and the mterest taken in 
pubhe affars by a considerable section of the commuuity, add werght to the cousidcr- 
ations elsewhere edvinced in favour of tho annual preparation and publication of rally im. 
portant reports, ‘he Government of India has pomted out that such reports are us+ful as 
presenting evidince of depirtmental efheicney, as embodying neeossiry informition im a 
convenient form, as the sowcee from which all officers collect Lor them guidince the resulty of 
the expenenee of their prodeccssors, and as salutary chechs upon the condnct 4 respousihle 
officials: In Boygal an inflacntial section of the pubhe locks to the pibheitioa of these 
reports as the theans for acquiring a hnowledge of the acts of Government, and would resent 
any serivus dimmution im the mformation given, It has been pomted out by some very 
exp nenced othcers that the preparation of these perio heal statements his a less obvious 
advantage as regards their authors The Board «f Revenue observe “ The preparation of 
annual reports not only ensures that the reporting officer shall renew his own adiminstration, 
but it gnarantees, as Lar as it 1s possible to do so, that he shall have fambariscd himsclt with 
its details and acquired a proper knowl dge of his work. Inthe absence of annual reports, 
officers may be tempted to slur over and neglect their work, Even the most sagorons and eons 
scientious of ofheials are beucfited by the practice of reviewimy the past, and of summarising 
in writing the action taken by themselves and their suvordinatc. during the previous 
twelve months. ‘Lhe value of such a report to the officer who writis it 1s always great.” 
Mr. Harrison, Comunissioner of the Calcutta Police, declares in the same syirit that 
the report draws the attention of the roviewing officer to much which he would otherstse 
overlook; and Mr. A. Smith, the Commissioner of the Presidency Division, considers it 
“avery distinct assistance to administrative efheiency that an cxevutive ofheer sheuld he 
compelled once a year to examine the results of the work am all departments, and to aseer- 
tam and explain differences exhibited as compared with preceding periods, and facts which 
appear anomalous.” It appears, indeed, to be obviously desirable that the Head of a Depart- 
ment should once a year take stock, examining the results of his administration, and sub- 
matting an account of it for the judgment of the authority to which he as subordinate — This 
work 181m no case moro necessary than in that of the Divisional or District Ollicer, who, on 
account of the multipheity of his avocations and their pressing character, may be lable to 
overlook the general effect of bis admimistration upon each department 

8. A considerable reduction may be effected m the bulk of annual rcports by the study 
of conciseness, by the exclusion of all extraneons matter, and 1m particular by the avoidance 
of the practice to which attention has been drawn by the Salaris Commission, that ef 
weaving mto sentences figures which are also given m tabular statements In the anuexed 
statement of detailed proposals the Lieuteuant-Governor 1s able to cecommcnd the amalyama- 
tion of some reports, us it is believed that where there 1s little to be said, the cflect of requir- 
ing a separate report 1s sometimes to encourage prolixity. As to other reports a definite 
suggestion is madg for their curtailment, and tl e manner 1 which this can advautageously 
be effected will be separately indicated to the officers concerned. , 

4, The system of triennial reports has not as yet Leen tried im Bengal, and consider- 
able doubts are felt us to whether it can be applied with advantage to any of the more im-
